HERE was 2 time when gentie-

Sometimes the alibi was a sob trib-: 
ute to the one girl whom some other 
man succeeded in getting to the altar 


first. Sometimes it was the legitimate 
one of dependent sisters or parents. 
Ne man remained a bachelor without 
& good alibi for remaining one, 


But now does the bachelor say in 
melancha@ly tones he could’t get the 
girl he wanted? Does he say some 
_ woman changed the whole face of 
women’s attractions for him? Does 
he say he isn’t married because he 
couldn't get a girl to have him? 

He does not. He, with alarming 
- frankness, states the case in bald 
* terms of preferring his bachelorhood 
for no other reason than that the life 
ot the bachelor appeals to him. 

I say with alarming frankness, be- 
cause women are beginning to realize 
that it is a serious preference—not a 
teasing statement to exert them to fur- 
ther wiles, Furthermore, in their 
‘frankness, the bachelors are making 
it plain that wives are no longer the 
. Creatures designed by Providence to 
look after their comforts and minister 
to their needs. 


And looking about at the divorce 
situation in this country, one is in- 
clined to belieye with the bachelors 
that they have a legitimate reason to 
ask, as they are doing, “ What does a 
man get out of matrimony, anyway?” 


Divorces Are Increasing. 


Statistics for the year 1926 just com- 
piled by the census Bureau at Wash- 
ington show a further increase in the 
mnounting divorce rate for the country 
as a whole.

It is not my intention to argue the 
pros and cons of this high percentage 
of divorce seekers among women. | 

What is happening is that men are 
pointing to the figures and deciding 
that they’d better leave well enough 
alone and remain single and thus 
escape the popular charges and all the 
financial difficulties that follow in their 
train. Men simply are not willing to 
accept the fact that the husbands of 
the seventy per cent of divorce seeking 
wives are al] trat they were painted 
before the divorce judges. : 


No Longer Indispensable. 
- They take those figures as a barom- |} 
eter of the state of modern woman's 
suitability to an institution, the suc- 
cess of which keeps on depending on 
the application of many of the old fash- 
ioned virtues of tolerance and sym- 
pathy and patience.

young to make a reputation for valor, 
and worried Louis XIV. enough to be 
thrown into the bastille.

his undoing. More than one of Louis 
XIV.'s feminine favorites had regarded 
Lauzun with an indulgent eye. Like 
Sir Willoughby Paterne, in “‘ The Ego- 
igt,”” he had a well turned leg. 

In 1660, when at Saint-Jeande-Luz 
for the wedding of Louis XIV. and 
Marie Thérése, Lauzun first met the 
Grande Mademoiselle, one of the rich- 
est women in France, who had al- 
ready refused to marry the prince, 
who later became Charles Il. of 
land. For years she made. advances 
to Lauzun at the court, then in Saint 
Germain, but he pretended to ignore 
her meaning. Finally, the king's 
consent to a marriage was obtained, 


but withdrawn three days later: as a 


result, it is now known, of the inter- 
vention of Madame de. Montespan. 
Insults by Lauzun to the latter caused 
him to be incarcerated for ten years 


‘at Pignerol, near Turin. 


When La Grande Mademoiselle 
gave a large fraction of her property 
to Madame de Montespan fer the lat- 
ter’s son by Louls XIV., the Duc du 
Maine, Lauzun got his freedom. He 
appears to have married: La Grande 
Mademoiselle secretly in 1682, but was 
unable to reinstate himself in Louis 
XIV.’s good graces until he took part 
with James Il.’s forces in 1690 at the 
battle of.the Boyne and helped the 
English sovereigns to escape to 
France.. These exploits again made 
him a leading courtier, with a duke- 
dom.. 

In the meantime La Grande Made- 
moiselle had thrust him from her life 
in 1684, after scenes of jealousy which 
were not innocent of blows. Shortly 
after her death in 1693, Lauzun, who 
had bought with her money the mac-

In 1685, this famous residence wal 
bought by the Marquis de Richelfew; 
in. 1709, by the financier Ozgier, and 
after a succession of proprietors, came 
in 1842 tnto the hands of Baron 
Pichon, collector and book lover, who 
sublet a part of it to Théophile Gau- 
tier and to Baudelaire, who used 
split wood and absorb hashish in 
what was left of this once triemphant 
interior. In 1896 the city of Paris 
bought it with the intention of turnh- 
ing it into a mtseurm, but continued 
neglect almost caused it to fall into 
ruins. 

Fortunately, the present Baron 
Louis Pichon bought it in 1905 and be- 
gan to restore it, stone by stone and 
room by room, with the utmost pa- 
tience and intelligence. He had the 
later coats of paint carefully washed 
off. Under them was found eventu- 
ally the work of the original artists. 
The restoration is now so complete 
that the Hotel Lauzun, or Hotel?
